Details: 

On 06/13/2016, writer was notified by Special Agent (SA) 
with the U.S. Capitol Police (USCP) of a threatening phone call that 
was received in Congressman Elijah Eugene Cummings's Washington, DC 
office from a subject who was later identified as 


Elijah Eugene Cummings; Date of Birth (DOB): 01/18/1951 represents the 
State of Maryland in the United States House of Representatives.

caller began talking to me saying he has called many congressional 
offices, but they all hung up on him. The caller had a southern, raspy 
twang to his voice. The caller was a middle aged male. The caller told 
me he really had something to say about the sit-in and gun control. I 
told him that I would listen to him and that he should share his 
concerns. He went on to ask me, along with other questions, "Do you 
believe that Muslims kill people? Do you believe that Muslims are the 
problem with the world?" I responded and said, "No, I do not think that 
Muslims are the problem." 


He then went on to debate my response and started to show signs of 
growing anger. I could hear fragments of a woman over the phone 
speaking other points for the caller to bring up to me about gun 
control. Out of nowhere, the caller then begins to threaten me by 
saying, "Since your congressman believes that guns kill people I will 
show him that people kill with guns. My wife and I will prove that 
people kill with guns by buying an AK-47." 


I started to try and get his name but he would not stop talking. He 
then said," I will shoot you dead between the eyes." I proceeded to 
warn the caller if he continued to threaten me that I would be unable 
to continue the call. The caller ignored me and kept talking about how 
he was going to kill me. I then hung up the phone."

On 07/01/2016, writer contacted Assistant United States Attorney Benecia 
Moore with the Eastern District of Arkansas to present the case facts. AUSA 
Moore declined to prosecute based on the facts of the case. 
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
